An Ordinance establishing a _ cer- 
tain passenger and/or loading zone in 
the City of Indianapolis, pursuant to 
the provisions of Section 26 of Gen- 
eral Ordinance No. 96-1928, as amend- 
ed; and fixing a time when the same 
shall take effect. 

Be it ordained by the Common 
Council of the City of Indianapolis, 
Indiana: 

Section 1. That for the purpose of 
providing the owner or occupant of a 
certain premises in the*City of In- 
dianapolis, Indiana, with ingress and 
egress for passengers, materials and 
merchandise coming to or going from 
such premises, (the owner or ocou- 
pant having complied with the pro- 
visions of Section 26 of General 
Ordinance 96—1928 as amen 
and the Board of Public Safety 
having caused investigation thereof 
to be made and having recommended 
its establishment, pursuant to the 
terms of the aforesaid Ordinance, as 
amended), the following passenger 
and/or loading zone be and the same 
is hereby established in the City of 
Indianapolis, towit: 

“25 foot ‘loading zone’ on the 

West side of McCrea Street, be- 

ginning at a point 81 feet south 

of the south curb line of Georgia 

Street and Ss south a dis- 


tance ef 25 

Section 2. This Ordinance shall be 
in full foree and effect from and 
after its passage and approval by the 
Mayor.

SAUD ADMIT 


PALESTINE DISCUSSED AT CONFERENCES

WASHINGTON President 
Roosevelt, at his press conference 
this week, revealed that he dis- 
cussed the Arab-Jewish problem 
in Palestine not only with King 
Ibn Saud, ruler of Saudi Arabia, 
but also with Prime Minister 
Churchill.

WASHINGTON—American anti-Semitism is on the march. The 
signs are so plain and so plentiful as to be obvious to all except 


those who refuse to see. People 


in Washington who have an eye 


tc the political and social and economic health of the country are 
frankly concerned. They are finding anti-Semitism in unexpected 


places. They find, beneath such 
surface gestures as those of 
Brotherhod Week, a strong tide 
of intolerance. 

The forces which are fomenting 
this activity and supporting it, 
are various. But the fact of its 
existence and its extent are not 
in dispute. Something of the 
widespread nature of what is go- 
ing on may be made clear by ref- 
erence to a number of current 
symptoms. 

For example, I learn that the 
“Reverend” Gerald L. K. Smith, 
whose recent political activities 
were punctuated by repudiation 
from political groups anxious 
about their associations, is estab- 
lishing an office in Washington 
from which he proposes to send 
out a “news letter.” Inasmuch as 
the names mentioned in connec- 
tion with Smith’s include the “na- 
tionalist” former Senator Robert 
R. Reynolds of North Carolina, 
and Joseph Kamp, something of 
the nature of this news letter can 
easily be forecast by those fa- 
miliar with the past utterances 
of these individuals.

Chicago Judge Attacks 
Property Restrictions

CHICAGO—Judge George L. 


Quilici this week denounced racial 
restrictive property covenants 
as undemocratic and said they are 
founded on prejudice and based 
on a false belief that they pro- 
tect property values. 

The Municipal court judge who 
; also president of the National 
Housing conference of Chicago, 
spoke before the city club in op- 
position to the views of Newton 
C. Farr, real estate operator. Farr 
championed such covenants be- 
fore the same group last week. 

Such convenants are “contrary 
to our basic moral and Christian 
principles and violate the demo- 
cratic principles of American 
government,” Judge Quilici said. 

“Furthermore, restrictive con- 
venants tend to increase racial 
tensions,” he said. “It should be 
noted, also, that if they are per- 
mitted to operate against Negroes, 
it is only a matter of course that 
they can be invoked at any time 
against Jews, Poles, Catholics or 
any designated group.” 

Urging that such convenants 
be quickly eradicated, Judge 
Quilici said they not only do not 
promote property values but 
actually destroy property values 
“by causing overcrowding and 
over-use of property.”

percentage of ‘Fellow-travellers” 
who are Jews. This is to raise the 
religious question in a way care- 
fully designated to combine the 
political and economic prejudice 
against Communists with the re- 
ligious prejudice against Jews. 
The technic is one familiar to 
students of Nazi methods. 

Another symptom of the anti- 
Semitic current that is now, mani- 
festing itself in the United States 
—a current that has been charac: 
terized as a replica of what oc- 
curred in Europe—is to be found 
in recent utterances on the floor 
of Congress. Among these was 
an attack on Supreme Court Jus- 
tice Felix Frankfurter. 

This attack, typical of its kind, 
tried to create the impression that 
the Justice was a Communist, 
that he was “dominating” the 
President and the Army, that be- 
cause of the “persecution of his 
race” he was an “intervention- 
ist,” and interventionists are por- 
trayed as people who want to 
create wars in which to send other 
people to their deaths. The attack 
on Justice Frankfurter is of a 
piece with the old and sinister 
train of slander spewed at any 
Jewish figure prominent in the 
service of his country. 

The intention here is plainly to 
make Justice Frankfurter sym- 
bolic of all Jews. He is then re- 
ferred to in terms carefully cal- 
culated to rouse every form of 
hatred and prejudice among the 
ignorant, the disadvantaged and 
the envious. It is part of a technic 
carried to a point of culmination 
by the Nazis against whom the 
armies of democracy, staffed with 
Negro, Jewish and#all other mi- 
nority group soldiers, sailors and 
marines are carrying forward the 
banner of human freedom. 


Would Kill U. S. Tradition 


The concentrated attacks on 
Justice Frankfurter form part of 
the treacherous spearhead of in- 
tolerance and of organized anti- 
Semitism which betray at home 
what the American soldiers of 
all creeds and colors are dying 
overseas to defend. 

It is the same spirit that seeks 
to fasten the chains of religious 
quotas on dental schools. It is 
the same spirit that disseminates 
on the floor of Congress and to the 
country through the Congres- 
sional Record the ancient and 
blood-stained slanders that have 
brought unparalleled horror and 
wreckage and human misery to 
Europe and the world. 

The Jewish minority in Amer- 
ica is menaced in its safety and 
lives by this devilish work. But 
not the Jewish minority alone. 
What is menaced also, and just 
as dangerously, is the tradition of 
human decency and opportunity 
for which the United States has 
stood before the world. It is this 
tradition which the self-styled 
“nationalists,” the anti-Semites 
and their cohorts are deliberately 
and skilfully trying to whittle 
away.

didn’t slow him down a bit more, 


than the title “emeritus” did in 
1942 when Dr. B. Benedict Glazer 
took over the leadership of 
Temple Beth El 

“An amazing fund of energy 
and the buoyant spirit of youth, 
which are the hallmarks of his 
personality, continue to delight 
and impress all who come with- 
in his presence,” Dr. Gazer said 
this week in a message of felicita- 
tion. “One can say,of him without 
reservation that he is about to 
become 75 years young.” 

Most of Dr. Franklin’s 50 years 
of active leadership were given 
to Detroit. It was only seven years 
after his ordination at Hebrew 
Union College in 1892 that he 
was called to serve Detroit’s old- 
est Jewish congregation. 

When he was installed as rabbi 
on Jan. 24, 1899, Temple Beth El, 
now the fourth largest in the 
country, had only 136 members. 
Honored by Catholic College 

But his leadership was not con- 
fined to the Temple and Reform 
Judaism. He has been prominent, 
in interdenominational activities 
since ke and other liberals or- 
ganized the Detroit Interdenom- 
ination Community Thanksgiving 
Service in 1901. It was the first 
in the world to unite Catholics, 
Jews and Protestants in prayers 
of Thanksgiving. It drew editorial 
praise from the London Times. 


Through his fight against the 
parochial school amendments in 
Michigan he won many Catholic 
friends. It also is noteworthy that 
among the many honorary de- 
grees conferred upon him one is 
from the University of Detroit, 
local Catholic college. 

When Dr. Franklin retired from 
active service in 1942, the Detroit 
Round Table of Catholics, Jews 
and Protestants presented him 
with a Distinguished Leadership 
Citation at a community dinner. 
Prominent in Nation 

Long prominent nationally, Dr 
Franklin has held many import- 
ant posts. They include the presi- 
dency of the Hebrew Union Col- 
lege Alumni; the presidency of 
the Central Conference of Ameri- 
can Rabbis; the presidency three 
times of the Detroit Public Li- 
brary Commission and an honor- 
ary membership for literature in 
the International Mark Twain 
Society. 

In addition to the community 
Thanksgiving servi +, one of his 
“firsts’ was the organization of 
the Jewish Student Congregation 
at Ann Arbor in 1913. 

No public observance of his 
seventy-fifth birthday anniver- 
sary was held.

Mr. Weil, apparently totally ignorant of the existence of such a 
institution as a Synagogue-Center, declares it his belief that it js 
not posible “for Jewish Centers to adopt any kind of religioy 
program, in the sense in which this is generally understood, with, 
out organizing some kind of congregation.” 

In short, he continues to hold out for a secular Center, 
one in which Gymnasium Judaism is predominant. It therefoy 
becomes necessary, in discussing community institutions hep 
after, to make quite clear what kind of Jewish Center is meanj, 
for what Mr. Weil refers to is by no means the kind of Cente, 
for example, as that presided over in Brooklyn, N. Y., by Dy 
Israel H. Levinthal. The one is a Y.M.C.A. for Jews; the othe 
is truly a Jewish Center. 

As has been previously pointed out, the Jewish Welfap 
Board is planning an extended post-war program—of its kinj 
of Center activities—and this column is not the only voice ty 
be raised in pointed interrogation. 'There has just come ty 
my attention a bulletin from the United Synagogue of Amerig, 
directed to its member congregations, and raising the sam 
query.

“We have no doubt that your proposal is dictated by a desire 


to unite American Jewry on a 
program for action to meet the 
post-war needs of the Jewish peo- 
ple,” the reply of the American 
Jewish Conference states. “But 
we should like to point out to you 
that the Conference was establish- 
ed as the representative body of 
American Jews for that very pur- 
pose, and we believe that such an 
objective can best be served 
through the instrumentality of the 
American Jewish Conference. 
“We would, therefore, welcome 
any proposals which you care to 
submit to the various committees 
of the Conference, which are deal- 
ing with all the problems to which 
you refer in your letter. It is our 
conviction, moreover, that there 
is a greater need today than ever 
before for a unified agency repre- 
senting all American Jews and 
look forward to the time when 
you may find it possible to re- 
sume your place in the Jewish 





Conference. The creation of a 
new committee or agency to serve 
the same purposes for which the 
American Jewish Conference was 
established will only lead to con- 
fusion and tend to prejudice the 
attainment of our objectives.”

And the Yiddish Press 

came into being. At Hunter Col- 
lege last Sunday (March 4) the 

Mth anniversary of this press 

in America was fittingly cele- 


brated. 
The YIDDISH ZEITUNG, first 
issue, was lithographed, not 


printed. Then type was imported 
from Vienna and Vilna, and an- 
other paper, THE POST, began 
to appear, the first real news- 
paper, a weekly. Those who 
read it had nothing to do with 
the Isaac M. Wise school of Re- 
form Jews. They were Russians 
and Poles, and demanded a 
weekly, because they read no 
English, and had to have news 
of the Franco-Prussian’ war, 
which was just beginning. This 
handful had grown to a few 
thousand in 1885, when the daily 
. TAGEBLATT was founded. The 
latter, in 1893, was still printed 
on a creaking, slow press, though 
the East Side Ghetto was al- 
feady teeming with humanity, 
and there were never enough 
copies. 

At that time, J. Fishman tells 
Us in the Journal, he was work- 
ing for the TAGEBLATT, and 
saw the little newsboys grabbing 
the paper as soon as it came 
off the press. One of these news- 
boys was David Sarnoff, now 
president of the Radio Corpora- 
tion of America. 

“This Press,” he continues, 
“has made tremendous progress 
in 50 years. It now possesses 
Several hundred learned men, 
and important writers, who are 
hot shamed before staff mem- 
bers of the world press.” 

And he expresses a general 
opinion when he concludes, “Yid- 
dish readers may be proud of 
the growth of their newspapers 
in the last 75 years.”

World Wide News Service 
MOSCOW—The Russian Army, 
now close to the gates of Dan- 
zig, has liberated 2,000 Jewish 
women from a_= concentration 
camp near Torun, it was dis- 
closed here this week.

~ 3 Kings, 2 Statesmen and 1 Broken Promise 


HE BIG news this week, of immediate concern to world 

Jewry and to Palestine is still the meeting aboard an 
American warship, of President Roosevelt and the Three Kings 
of the Orient. The dispatches, sent by color-dazed reporters 
from Cairo were redolent of oriental splendor and packed with 
references to the Arabian Nights and to the glory of the 
desert. In reality, of course the fact that King Farouk of Egypt, 
and King Ibn Saud, potentate of Saudi Arabia, called on Pres- 
ident Roosevelt on his way heme from Yalta is fraught with 
significance, if not actual peril, for the future of Jewish aspira- 
tions in Palestine. 

It seems clear now that the problems of the Arab Near 
East were discussed by the Big Three at Yalta, and that Prem- 
jer Churchill’s and Anthony Eden’s hasty Egyptian visit was 
not merely a convenient stop-over for the weary travellers re- 
turning from the Crimea. 

It is, perhaps, premature to attempt to piece together the 
various portents of both these visits, but one thing is at once 
clear. Ibn Saud’s memorable trip to Egypt was undoubtedly 
made in the two-fold name of courtesy and oii interests. It 
seems, however, that since the Foreign Ministers of 7 Arab 
states were then meeting in Cairo, the matter of a Pan-Arab 
Federation could hardly have been avoided as a topic of polite 
conversation either with Ibn Saud or young King Farouk. It 
alse seems clear, judging from various newspaper reports, that 
these two monarchs would not have been summoned to Mr. 
Reesevelt’s presence, as it were, in order to be told that their 

were to be cancelled or postponed. It is entirely plaus- 
fle that the Churchill-Roosevelt Near Eastern trip resulted in 
the blessings of the Big Three for the Arab Federation. Inci- 
dentally, it must not be forgotten that Ibm Saud did meet 
Churchill at the latter’s headquarters that same week. But the 
visit which seems to be the more significant is that of the Pres- 
ident. For it seems to safe to assume that the ascending star 
of the United States in the Near East was formally and most 
ceremoniously dedicated aboard the now famous warship 
British press has already begun the game of speculat- 
ing as to what went on. Some papers predict that Anglo- 
American approval was given to the leadership of Ibn Saud in 
the projected Federation. Others claim that the visit proves 
nothing more than the fact that the British and the Americans 
have at last realized the necessity for pooling their common 
interests throughout the werld in the name of eventual realiza- 
tion of this cause and that the Near Eastern reception was 
simply the first attempt to stage a joint “receiving line.” 

Be that as it may—the fact that Palestine must have been 
mentioned is of paramount importance. What was said about 
Palestine is is impossible at the moment to guess. Certainly, 
neither Farouk nor Ibn Saud were informed that a Jewish 
Commonwealth would be created. Certainly, too, they were 
net brought aboard the warship to hear from either F. D. R. 
or Churchill that there would be a Jewish majority in Pales- 
tine. At best, and to save the unblushing faces of the British 
and American leaders, they were told that while they could go 
ahead with their Federation plans, they would both be wise to 
remember that official British backing of a Jewish National 
Home had once, years ago and in another world, been an- 
nounced publicly, and that the change in Anglo-American pol- 
icy would have to be made slowly. In other words, the green 
light was flashed reluctantly but definitely to the Arab chief- 
tains and the fate of Palestine, for the immediate future, not 
noticeably changed—but probably sealed to a certain extent. 

If this guess comes anywhere within range of the truth, 
the Jews in Palestine and elsewhere have been sold out. Rus- 
sia was party, it goes without saying, to whatever decisions 
were made or transmitted in Egypt, and the Big Three seem 
to have come to a conclusion about the affairs of the Near 
East.

Now, it is no longer necessary to read between the lines. 
I, for one, and many Zionists with whom I have spoken here 
in New York, fee] most pessimistic and apprehensive about the 
things that were said or signed when jasmin, mimosa, swords 
and ceremonial robes were exchanged on board Roosevelt’s 
ship and in Churchill’s hotel. It is possible that among these 
glittering and precious gifts, one small, green and very dear 
Stretch of land along the bluest part of the Mediterranean was 
given away. 

Anyhow, the precedent-shattering voyages, the exotic food, 
the wondrous robes and everything else that made the two so- 
journs a field day for the press may well spell glum news to 
Jews throughout the world. 

And how odd that the self-styled Lion of Judah, Haille 
Selassie, Emperor or Ethiopia and the first victim of Allied ap- 
peasement and Fascist aggression, should have followed the 
Two Kings of the East onto the self-same warship. Perhaps 
he was the only one to understand what actually was happen- 
ing It would be interesting to know what he thought.

Rabbi Criticizes High Cost of Jewish Funerais

KANSAS. CITY, Mo.—Criticising the “un- 
savory situation” regarding funeral casts “in 
Jewish communities throughout the country,” 
Rabbi Gershon Hadas, of Keneseth Israel-Beth 
Sholom Synagogue here, asks for the assump- 
tion by the communities of all burials. “Cer- 
tainly something should be done by our com- 
munities to eliminate the sordid business of 
playing on the feelings of those who are 
stricken,” Rabbi Hadas wrote in The Syna- 
gogue Scroll. 

Rabbi Hadas’ article follows in full: 

“The Federal Council of Churches, in a recent 
survey, revealed some startling and ugly facts 
as. regards the unwarranted cost of funerals 
throughout the country. 

“The survey showed that undertakers tak- 
ing advantage of bereaved relatives inveigle 
them into spending ‘three or four times the 
deceased’s monthly income for a decent burial.’ 
‘Many undertakers, said the survey, ‘fix the 
rates on the basis of the insurance carried on 
the life of the deceased. Competition in the fu- 
neral business is not in terms of price and 
quality, but competition for the possession of 
bodies.’ The Federal Council's report concluded 
by pointing out that funeral costs should range 
from $84 to $165 and that the actual charges 
by self-maintaining co-operative societies are 


“This survey set us thinking of the unsavory 
situation as regards this matter in Jewish 
communities throughout the country as well as 
in our own city. Certainly something can be 
done by our communities to eliminate the sor- 
did business of playing on the feelings of those 
who are stricken. 


“Traditionally and properly ‘Halvayas Ha- 
mess’ the burial of our dead was never a busi- 
nes for private exploitation. It was a duty 
which evolved upon the community. As such 
it was inevitably conducted in a decent, digni- 
fied and sacred manner. 

“It is our opinion that this function should 
be reassumed by all our communities, just as 
at has been done in some cities, that the profits 
—if it be conducted on a basis of profit—be 
given to homes for the aged and the like. 

“If that be too radical as an initial step, then 
we suggest that a uniform casket be used for 
all funerals and a uniform fixed rate be set. 
Certainly in death there ought to be no dis- 
tinctions of any sort. 


“Only then shall we return to the fine dig- 
nity and sanctity of the traditional Jewish fu- 
neral service. Ali these who are aware of the 
situation will surely heartily agree with our 
suggestion. We shall be giad to hear what our

Her Jewish Refugees 
Vexes Some in England 


Jewish Telegraphic Agency 
LONDON — A re-examination 
by the British Government of the 
question of interning 40,000 Ger- 
man nationals in this country was 


demanded today in the House of 
Lords by Lord Ailwyn who argued 
that these nationals constitute 4 
“potential danger.” He also asked 
repatriation of these refugees at 
the earliest possible moment after 
the cessation of hostilities. 


Replying, Lord Templewod said 
that Lord Ailwyn generalized too 
much. He pointed out that many 
Jewish refugees have given serv- 
ices of greatest value to Britair. 


Figures made public here today 
on the number of Jewish refugees 
in England reveal that 10,000 left 
the country before the outbreak 
of the war. Of the remaining 
50,000 about 12,700 have left since 
the war. It is estimated by Jew- 
ish groups here that another 14.- 
000 will emigrate overseas after 
the war. About 7,000 Jewish ref- 
ugees are serving in the British 
armed forces. 


The industries developed by 
Jewish refugees during the war 
absorb more local workers than 
the total number of Jewish ref- 
ugees in the 4vhole of England. 
Although Jewish leaders have no 
definite information as to the

And by the 
way, there is no truth whatso- 
ever in the reports published in 
some New York papers that Dr. 
Weizmann met with Churchill in 
Egypt... . And it also seems that 
the usually well-informed Walter 
Winchell was misinformed this 
time when he reported that Zion- 
ist leaders were present at the 
Roosevelt-Churchill-Stalin talks at

The 
author, a noted Zionist and well- 
known figure in the Anglo-Jewish 
world, analyzes the Jewish prob- 
lem, dwells on all major aspects 
of Jewish life, and comes to the 
conclusion that the Jewish ques- 
tion, though thorny, is not in- 
soluble. . . .

He 
points out that despite general 
belief, Jewry is not well organ- 
ized for united action. ... If con- 
fusion, and at times impatience, 
prevail in official circles in regard 
to Jewish affairs, the Jews can- 
not be held blameless in the mat- 
ter, Mr. Horowitz emphasizes. ...

ANSWER: According to the 
Gospels, Jesus was born a Jew 
and died a Jew. At no time did 
he break with Jews or Judaism. 
On the basis of available sources, 
there is no reason why his fellow- 
Jews should have tried and con- 
demned Jesus. During his day, 
wide variety in religious and 
political matters was openly 
countenanced by Jewish authori- 
ties in Palestine. There were three 
leading parties, the Pharisees, 
Sadducee esand Essenes, who dif- 
fered radically from each other in 
thought and practice, yet there 
is no report of a single occasion 
when individuals were put to 
death for their opinions. Accord- 
ing to some historians Jesus is 
said to have expressed the view 
of the Essenes; according to 








AL SEGAL Speaks on KEYS OF THE KINGDOM 





UR local archbishop, John T. McNicholas, 
has admonished Catholics of his diocese 
to keep away from -the Conference of Chris- 
tians and Jews of which a branch has just 
been organized in our town. Speaking through 
his chancellor, he says: “Catholics should not 
participate in conferences with those of other 
faiths-under the auspices of religion. Debates 
and conferences, especially of a public char- 
acter, with those who 
are not members of the 
Catholic faith are for- 
bidden by pontifical law. 
“The Catholic Church 
teaches that only God 
can .impose upon. the 
world an organized re- 
ligion; that Christ, truly 
God, gave us this di- 
vinely organized religion is 
in the Catholic Church, which is the only cus- 
todian of His teaching ... 

“The Catholic Church can not give the im- 
pression that one religion is as good as an- 
other or that she must strive with other 
faiths for a common denominator of religion. 
This attempt would give the faithful the im- 
pression that basically and essentially dif- 
ferent religions are the same.” 

At the same time the archbishop makes 
known that “we, as a body of Catholics wish 
to make contacts with our fellow-citizens. We 
are anxious to promote good will; we whole- 
heartedly condemn bigotry in every form as 





well as every evidence of hostility shown to’ 


individuals or groups because of race or color 


.or religion. In a word, we stand for the dig- 
nity of every human person which bears the’ 


impress of God, its Creator.” 

Well, your grace, most Jews don’t feel that 
way about Catholics and Catholicism. They 
would tell you that they consider Catholicism 
as good a religion as Judaism, if it leads Cath- 
olics to walk in Godly way, as many Catho- 
lics do, and thereby to be righteous in their 
dealings with other men, as many Catholics 
are. 

On those ways Jews know Catholics as 
brethren with whom they can go toward a 
world made more just and lovely—a kingdom 
in which God reigns by peace and. justice. 
They know that men of all faiths. strive 
toward that kingdom and what Jew may walk 
alone in stiff-necked pride, as if he had the 
only way to the kingdom? 

I myself have many times been a witness 
to the majesty of the Mass and, since I un- 
derstood it, I have never felt alien to its 
meaning. I have understood it as one of the 
keys to the kingdom. 

Yes, as a Jew, I have believed that we all 
have keys that open various doors to the 
same place. The Protestants have their keys, 
the Catholics theirs and the Jews possess an 
ancient key that they received at Sinai. Our 
own key opens the door to the One God, ruler 
of the Universe, who spoke through our 
prophets on the way men should deal with 
each other. 


I have believed that some day all our keys 
together will open all the doors to let in the 
divine air and light on a world that suffo- 
cates in the acrid odor of hate and is blinded 
in the darkness of its prejudices. 

Should I stand apart from him because my 
Catholic brother has a different key to an- 
other door? I rejoice in him and esteem him 
as brother in faith precisely because he has 
another key to open a door to the kingdom. 
I know very well that when his door and 
the Jews’ door and the Protestants’ door are 
opened they will admit the same light and 
the same breath of God to invigorate the 
spirits of men. 

It pleases me to have many Catholic friends 
who think as I do about people of other re- 
ligions. My Catholic friends do not regard 
me, the Jew, as a foreigner to the Godly pur 
poses of Catholicism. My friend Sweeney 
likes to say, “Segal you’re going my way,” 
by which he means the same thing I do when 
I say that we all have keys to the doors of 
the kingdom. 

I recall that one Sunday several years ago 
I marched in the Holy Name parade. As a 
reporter for the daily press, I had been as- 
signed to write about this parade and I 
thought it might mean something to the broth- 
erhood if a non-Catholic marched in it and 
then reported the matter. I marched with the 
men of the Church of Our Lady of Sorrows 
among whom were a number of my friends. 

They were happy to be participating with 
me in this gesture and one and another joy- 
ously noticed its implications. Yes, they said, 
this looked like it: This was a symbol of the 
brotherhood. This resémbled their old dream 
coming to something of reality. They exulted: 
“Well, Segal, today, anyway, we’re going the 
same way. 

They didn’t feel any less Catholic because 
a Jew was marching shoulder to shoulder 
with them in their religious procession. Nor 
did I feel the less Jewish because I was going 
along with some brethren who were headed 
toward the same kingdom. 

(I could feel the more Jewish because this 
gesture of fellowship had to do with one of 
my Jewish ideals, and I am sure my Catholic 
friends could see in it something of an affirm- 
ation of their own religious idealism,) 

You see, your grace, the feeling for relig- 
ious brotherhood is deep in the hearts of men 
—a fact of human life. People just can’t be 
held separate. If brotherhood isn’t to abide in 
the house of the religious where in the world 
can it lay it’s head? In tricky national chan- 
cellories? In the furious competition of the 
market house? In the jealous rivalry of politi- 
cal parties? 

May I say in conclusion that if a rabbi told 
me to keep away from conferences with 
Christians under the auspices of religion, I 
would answer: “My dear friends and brother, 
what is this, our religion, if it shuns the es- 
sential brotherhood which is the child of the 
universal Fatherhood. Let’s go along with the 
brothers for the sake of our Fathers.” 








others his message was essen- 
tially Pharisaic in character. The 
Pharisees, contrary to popular 
opinion, believed in progressive 
fle-:ible religion, stressing the 
performance of good deeds over 
the dogmatic belief in a creed. As 
a matter of fact, there was no 
ecclesiastical body in existence 
which, speaking in the name of 
the Jewish community, could put 
Jesus on trial and, after finding 
him guilty, prevail upon the Ro- 
man Officials to crucify him. The 
so-called “Sanhedrin” mentioned 
in the Gospels, was no longer an 
official body representative of the 
Jewish people in Palestine but 
rather a group of individuals ap- 
pointed by the Roman party ma- 
chine in power. The account of 
Jesus’ trial, as told in the Gos- 
pels, is completely at variance 
with Jesus court procedure, as 
stated in the Mishnah, oldest com- 
pilation of rules of Jewish tradi- 
tional law. For instance, in the 
Gospels, the charges on which 
Jesus was brought before the 
Jewish authorities are nowhere 
clearly stated. Further, it would 
have been most unusual for the 
“Sanhedrin” to convene in the 
middle of the night. The trial and 
the Crucifixion are supposed to 
have taken place on the night and 


the day of the first day of Pass- 
over, which is quite out of the 
question, in view of the holiness 
of the day. Finally, it is significant 
that the Gospel of John, which 
gives abundant details about the 
last scenes of Jesus’ life, has noth- 
ing to say about trial by a Jewish 
court. What could have happened, 
at most, was that Jesus was con- 
fronted with certain communal 
officers, probably a few despised 
Quislings who held with Rome, 
concerning Jesus’ seemingly un- 
orthodox utterances on various 
points of Jewish doctrine. 

To make “The Jews,” an entire 
people, responsible for the sup- 
posed misdeeds of a few would 
be a monstrous injustice; for it 
must not be forgotten that the 
faithful followers of Jesus, his 
disciples, as recorded in the New 
Testament, were Jews; the crowds 
which thronged to him and hailed 
him as teacher and friend; his 
intimate associates, apart from 
those officially appointed as 
apostles; and, finally, the women 
who were devoted to him and 
who brought their children to 
be blessed by him, they all were 
Jews. 


There are no contemporary rec- 
ords of the life of Jesus. The 


gospel accounts were compiled 
many years after his death, as 
much as from one to three gen- 
erations. Scholars have been try- 
ing to disentangle fact from in- 
terpretation and to reconstruct 
the few undisputed data of the 
crucifixio into a coherent whole. 


Crucifixion was a Roman 
method of execution never prac- 
ticed under Jewish law. The very 
form of death, as well as the in- 
scription I. N. R. I. (Jesus of 
Nazareth, King of the Jews) 
points to the real cause of his 
death: his execution by the Ro 
mans who feared he was a revolu- 
tionist. 
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WANTS OPINIONS ON TEACHING 
OF RELIGION IN SCHOOLS 


To the Editor: 

The people of the City of South 
Bend, and not excluding the Jew- 
ish population, are confronted 
with a particular problem dealing 
with religious education in the 
public schools. 

The eighty-third Regular Ses- 
sion of the General Assembly of 
the State of Indiana, in 1943 en- 
acted a law, Chapter 225, pages 
660-661, H195, approved March 9, 
1943, entitled: 

“School for Religious Instruc- 
tion—Provisions.” 

Section 1. Be it enacted by the 
General Assembly of the State 
of Indiana, that a new section, to 
be designated and numbered sec- 
tion 542, of the above entitled act, 
be and the same is hereby created, 
to read as follows: Sec. 5%. That 
if it is the wish of the parent, 
guardian or other person having 
control or legal custody of any 
child, that such child attend, for 
a period or periods to be de- 
terrmined by the local principal 
or superintendent of schools and 
not exceeding in the aggregate 
one hundred and twenty minutes 
in any week, a school for religious 
instruction, conducted and main- 
tained by some church or associa- 
tion of churches, or by some as- 
sociation organized for religious 
instruction, and incorporated un- 
der the laws of this state, and 
which school shall not be conduct- 
ed or maintained, either in whole 
or in part, by the use of any 
public funds raised by taxation; 
such child upon written request 
of the parent, guardian or other 
person having legal custody may 
be permitted to attend such 
school for religious instruction 
and such permission shall be 
valid for not longer than the 
school year during which it is 
issued. Such school for religious 
instruction shall maintain records 
«* attendance which shall at all 
times be open to the inspection 
of the public school attendance 
officer. Attendance at such school 
for religious instruction shall be 
given the same attendance credit 
as at the public school.” 

Under the authority vested 
therein, the Council of United 
Churches of St. Joseph County 
became instrumental in providing 
religious instruction, which in 
turn set up a curriculum to be fol- 
lowed in the public schools of 
the City of South Bend. This curri- 
culum is as follows:

My discussions of the question 
of religious teaching in public 
schools with many persons in and 
about this community, both Jew 
and non-Jew, have been very un- 
enlightening. The primary reason 
for the inability of these persons 
with whom I have talked to en- 
lighten me on the subject was be- 
cause very few, if any, under- 
stood what was being done in the 
public schools, other than that 
the parents of children who at- 
tended the public schools of this 
city were presented with “Par- 
ents’ Request” blanks, given by 
the teacher to the children, which 
in substance was a request on 
the part of the parents to the 
school authorities to permit the 
children to attend classes provid- 
ing for religious instruction. 

The contention on the part of 
the Council of United Churches 
of St. Joseph County, and the 
public school authorities, is that 
the obtaining of religious instruc- 
tion in the public schools is pure- 
ly voluntary, and I believe that 
this is so. However, this question 
has aroused a great deal of dis- 
cussion, both friendly and with 
animosity, and I believe that it is 
the duty of each and every person 
to understand fully what is being 
done, and then to decide whether 
or not it is desirable to have re- 
ligious training offered in the 
public schools. In my opinion, it is 
a probler which should be ap- 
proached in an intelligent man- 
ner, with first an understanding 
of the facts and factors involved; 
secondly, as to whether or not re- 
ligious training in public schools 
is desirable; thirdly, if it is de- 
sirable to assist in setting up a 
program that will be acceptable 
to all religious groups and de- 
nominations, and fourthly, if it is 
not desirable to have religious 
training in public schools, to do 
something about having religious 


training taken away from public 
schools.

LOUISVILLE B'NAI B’RITH NEUTRAL 
ON STATE, NOT IMMIGRATION 


To the Editor: 

In behalf of the Louisville 
Lodge No. 14, B’nai B’rith, I am 
compelled to answer the article 
appearing in your Feb. 23, issue, 
by correctly stating the facts. The 
Louisville Zionist Emergency 
Council requested of the lodge, 
that they write or telegraph the 
president of the U. S. urging “the 
establishing of a democratic Jew- 
ish commonwealth.” Your article 
read “urging that the doors of 
Palestine be kept open to Jewish 
immigration.” It is apparent to 
any partisan, pro or con on the 
issue, to the very marked differ- 
ence between those statements. 

Over a year ago, when the lodge 
was requested by the Zionist or- 
ganization of Louisvile, to send 
a wire on open immigration, it 
did so at once, because there is 
no disagreement either in or out 
of B’nai B'rith circles, that Pal- 
estine be kept open for immigra- 
tion. 

After the aforementioned let- 
ter urging the creation of a Jew- 
ish commonwealth was tabled by 
the executive committee of the 
Louisville Lodge, after a very 
thorough and careful discussion, 
this writer, in order to make clear 
the position not only of the Louis- 
ville lodge, but of” the Supreme 
Grand Lodge, called upon Charles 
Strull. I attempted, as best I 
could, to clarify the issue, and 
the reasons therefore, putting 
aside my personal views. Mr. 
Strull was shown the resolution 
and statement of president Henry 
Monsky, reading as follows: 

“B’nai B’rith has a membership 
of diverse ideological points of 
view. We must not attempt, by 
the rule of majority, to regiment 
the thinking or encroach upon the 
freedom of action of the minority, 
however small. ... 

The adoption or defeat of these 
resolutions would be contrary to 
this principle. I ask that, because 


in the membership of B’nai B’rith 
there are divergent opinions on 
ideological and political issues and 
B’nai B'rith as an organization in 
accordance with its traditional 
policy, recognizes the right of 
each member to determine his 
own attitude on any such issues, 
B’nai Brith as an organization 
take no position either for or 
against the resolution.” 


Certainly this policy of the Su- 
preme Grand Lodge, and the dis- 
trict Grand Lodge was properly 
followed by the Louisville lodge. 
With a distinguished record of 
100 years service to the city of 
Louisville and state of Kentucky, 
we are convinced that our unity 
has been and will be continued 
and preserved.

I suppose you noticed the let- 
ter from Dr. Julian Morgenstern, 
president of Hebrew Union Col- 
lege, in which he stated that no 
injustice had been or was being 
done the Jewish chaplain and 
that “there was never any prom- 
ise made to Jewish Chaplains 
that no pulpits would be filled 
for the duration.” The only 
promise made, he wrote, was 
that the pulpits which they (the 
chaplains) had been filling be- 
fore they went into the service 
would be kept open for them. 

I wrote to several other lead- 
ing rabbis, and it seems unami- 
mous that The Post is wrong 
once again. I had been under the 
impression that such a promise, 
that no pulpits would be filled 
permanently for the duration, 
was given to the chaplains. 

Dr. Louis Finkelstein answer- 
ed practically in the same way 
as Dr. Morgenstern, and in his 
letter says, “I cannot believe 
that any congregation in the 
country whose rabbi is serving 
with the armed forces would dis- 
place him while he is engaged 
in the service to our nation and 
our faith.” 

All well and good. But isn’t it 
true that once a desirable pulpit 
is filled, it is removed from the 
possibility of all the other rab- 
bis permanently, because’ the 
tenure in this type of congrega- 
tion is numbered by decades? So 
that when a pulpit is filled to- 
day when the Chaplains have no 
opportunity to compete, actually 
what is being done is penalizing 
those who are already making 
the greatest sacrifice. 

Rabbi Ahron Opher writes that 
he will submit my letter to the 
next meeting of the Executive 
Committee of the Synagogue 
Council of America for action, 
but even so, until I hear from 
the chaplains themselves, I 
won't retreat from my position. 
That position is that no pulpits 
should be filled permanently for 
the duration, not until the Chap- 
lains have been able to return 
and enter the lists for the places 
that have been left open. 

I do not know of any case 
where a congregation hag en- 
gaged a new rabbi while the 
present incumbent was serving

Replace Gutstadt 


OW about the following in connection 
with the disturbing news from Washing- 
ton about anti-Semitism in Congress? 

In a democracy, an elected official can be re- 
moved only by impeachment or by substitut- 
ing another person for him through the elective 
process. Since men like Rankin and Hoffman 
and the others who follow the Nazi line of 
attacking the Jew by innuendo and aspersion 
cannot be impeached, then the only other course 
is to persuade the voters of the home localities 
of these spewers of hate to replace their repre- 
sentatives. 

And this can be done only by the force of 
public opinion. 

Suppose then that men like Rabbi Abba Hillel 
Silver, instead of Richard Gutstadt, were at 
the head of the Anti-Defamation League. Sup- 
pose with Rabbi Silver’s customary vigor and 
fearlessness he pushed a public campaign to 
make the people of this nation understand 
exactly what is happening when the Jews are 
singled out for attack. 

Not only then would the disappointment of 
those Jewish editorial writers who complain 
about Rankin’s colleagues remaining silent in 
the face of his vituperations, but with a public 
opinion aroused to the danger to demrocracy 
in attacks like those of Rankin which have 
now become periodic, many men in congress 
would rise to take issue.

Then too, although in the home localities of 
men like Rankin and Hoffman, there are tight 
political machines which keep a strict control 
over the elections, gradually the story would 
filter through that the rest of the nation 
looked with ill favor on the men these people 
were sending to Washington. 

Take for instance the case of the ousting 
of President Rainey of the University of Texas. 
The outraged protest of liberal opinion may 
well win a final -victory over the forces of 
reaction in that state. Public opinion outside 
of Texas, in fact, will be responsible for this 
victory, if such it turns out to be. 


And so it is in the case of what is happen- 
ing in Congress. Let’s have protest meetings. 
Let’s have statements signed by leading figures 
in the government, in business, in education. 
Let’s have editorials in the newspapers. In 
other words let’s arouse the public as to the 
true situation. 


It is time to stop pussyfooting. This is 
serious business and no piddling effort will do. 
The Post seriously believes that the same 
amount of effort expended by the Zionist 
Emergency Council toward the passage of the 
Palestine resolution, were it directed against 
Anti-Semitism in the United States, would 
swing the tide, the direction in which it is 
now headed. 


Post Believes UJA Will Be Reconstituted 


HE Post hazards the guess that the Unit- 
ed Jewish Appeal will be reconstituted 
even for this year. 

An indication of the trend of opinion in the 
United States can be seen in the editorial re- 
action in the Anglo-Jewish press. Despite the 
fact that almost every Anglo-Jewish publica- 
tion in the United States is thoroughly Zion- 
ist in its editorial leanings, the criticism of 
the United Jewish Appeal has been quite open 
in some cases, and even in cases where the 
comment has been guarded, it is obvious that 
there is more than disdppointment with the 
UPA. 

One reason for this trend is probably in the 
fact that the Anglo-Jewish editors were from 


the very start bombarded by both the Joint 
Distribution Committee and the United Pal- 
estine Appeal, each defending its position. 
This could not be interpreted otherwise than 
as a portent of the strife and competition and 
bitterness that would be visited on the local 
communities over the matter of distribution 
of the funds. 

In New York the word is that there is no 
possibility whatsoever of getting together. But 
The Post is willing to take a long gamble 
on that Jewish public opinion outside of New 
York it has always contended is the real 
opinion of U. S. Jery. It takes several weeks 
before this reaction really gets underway, but 
when it does start, it “blows the works.” 


Use Your Own Judgment

Joint Conference Planned
